The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The IDS filed 06/10/2010 has been considered. It is noted of the Krulik reference which 
teaches a pocket accessible with two zippers as shown in Fig. 3. Krulik does not teach the 
pocket defined by the lid and the first zipper track position with at least within a portion of the 
top edge and two spaced apart edges. It is also noted of the pocket structure in Cunningham 
(5676223). It is noted that Cunningham does not teach the second zipper track position within 
the bottom edge. Also, the claims of application 10/589,632 does not teach the pocket being 
defined by the lid and the and the first zipper track position with at least within a portion of the 
top edge and two spaced apart edges
